What does Campus Security do in the 
case of a theft under $300? 

“They don’t report it to the Omaha Po- 
lice Department because UNO is not the 
victim of the crime,” said Paul Kosel, sec- 
ond lieutenant of Campus Security. “They 
do, however, re- ~ 
port crimes, 
such as a type- 
writer taken.

What.can students do.to prevent their 
property from being stolen? 


“The student can check out an engraver. : 


at Campus: Security in the engineering 


building,” said Charles Swank, head of . 


Campus Security. “We allow the student to 
keep the engraver for 24 hours so they may 
use it to engrave things at home. The stu- 
dent then necds to write down the serial 
numbers on a given sheet,” Swank said, 
“There are two copies of the serial sheet. 
One is given to the Omaha Police Depart- 
ment, and the other is put on file here at the 
Campus Security office.” 

Despite the statistics about theft at UNO,

students said they still don’t feel safe. - 
“Where. is Campus Security?” was the 
common rhetorical response from several 
students around campus. 
Two questions weré asked of some stu- 
dents around campus. 


- One, do you feel safe 


enough on this campus 
to leave your posses- 
sions unattended for 
more than five minutes?

students asked said they 
didn’ ttrust their belong- 
ings.to be safe for just 
five minutes. More than 
15 percent out of those 
half said they knew someone who has had 


something stolen on campus either this’ 


year or the year before. 
“Idon’t see Campus Security anywhere,” 
maid UNO student Melissa Keim. 


. Another student,who wanted: to remain a 


anonymous, said, “They’re so busy ticket- 
ing cars, they don’t have time to protect us, 
the students.” 

” The second question asked received a 
staggering response. 

None of the women asked said that Cam- 
pus Security made them feel safe, and only 
18 percent of the men felt safe with the 
security at UNO. \" 

“Tdon’t feel insecure during the day, but 
at night I certainly do,” said UNO student 
Jenny Hetten.

Preventive measures have been imple- 
mented on campus by Campus Security, 
especially for those students taking night 
classes. 


One of those precautions against thefts 


and othercrimes i is the.tall standing phones. 
located throughout campus. 

These phones are connected to Campus 
Security in the case of an emergency. 
When someone presses the button on the 
phone, a blue light flashes above, and that 
person is connected to Campus Security. 

Another provision that Campus Secu- 
rity offers is an escort'service to students’ 
cars either day or night. 

“All students need to do is let Campus. 
Security know when and where they need 


‘to be picked up,” Swank said.

If students forget to let security know 
they need an escort to their car, there is a 
campus phone in every building on cam- 
pus. The number for Campus Security is 


- posted next to each phone, and students 


just need to’ call and a'security officer will 


. be there to take them to their. car. 


Besides the phones and escort service, a 
‘security guard drives around the campus at 
night to make sure nothing suspicious is 
happening. The security guard is also there 
to add reassurance to students walking to 
their cars at night. 

“Tfanything looks suspicious, don’t hesi- 
tate to contact security,” Swank said. “We'd - 
rather investigate something that was noth- 
ing than have something happen. 

“An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure.” 


Murder of Omaha Cop Disturbs Students, Professionals

they feel in the aftermath of Jimmy Wilson 
Jr.’s death, :

psychologists have been available to help 
the officers on his force in the wake of 
this tragedy. Even before this occur- 
rence, the officers had meetings to deal 
with this very subject. 

With the recent violence, people are 
asking what can be done to make them 
feel more secure. 

At UNO, Canipus Security provides 
escort service that is available to anyone 
who wants to use it. Students, faculty and 
staff may call security to escort them to 
their car. There are also blue emergency 
phones located around campus. The push 
of a button summons an officer who is 
immediately dispatched through the se- 
curity operator, who then also answers 


Swank said even if someone was to call 
and not say anything, security will still 
respond, since it could be an emergency. 

Campus Security also keeps shrubbery 
and trees to a minimum to create fewer 
places for would-be assailants to hide. 

Western Douglas County is no stranger 
to crime, and it’s feeling the affects, too. 

Waterloo Police Chief Dick Griffith said 
the town has seen a slight increase in crimes 
such as burglaries and car thefts in the two- 
and-a- half years he has been on the force. 

“I anticipate an increase because crime 
is very mobile,” Griffith said. “We hope 
not, but even criminals have cars.” 

Another concern Griffith has is the west- 
ward expansion of Omaha. He attributes 
the fact of such a minimal increase in crime 
to the people of the village. They have been 


cooperative with the police in helping to 
combat crime. — 
“Even in-a small community we cannot 


see everything, so it helps to have nice 


people,” he said. 

The chances for violent crimes increase 
the further West Omaha moves. Griffith 
said that according to radio transmissions 
he has observed, Elkhorn and Valley have 
both had an increase in calls and are ver 
busy. : 

For some, the slaying of Officer Wilson 


has awaken them to just how serious the . 


crime problem is getting in Nebraska. 

For the family of Jimmy Wilson Jr., they 
have said they are not looking for revenge, 
only justice.

Additionally, students may be required to 
take specific classes even after fulfilling the 
core requirement in that academic area. 
Grobsmith gave the example of a student 
majoring in education who would have to 
take a specific history class even after trans- 
ferring in credits that fulfill the university’s 
history requirement. 

Grobsmith said the colleges ase really 
cooperative about accepting transfer credits. 
Many community colleges have core require- 
ments that are larger that UNL’s. Grobsmith 
said community colleges often require 26 to 
30 hours in general education for each stu-
